The exhibit entitled Presidential Images is no longer on 
display as the owner, needed to take them back 
sooner than expected. Great interest was shown in the exhibit 
of Presidential memorabilia 1789-1981 and the owner and exhibit 
committee received good reports on it. 


September - Hispanic Month. 


was present to discuss plans for the 
Spanish-American exhibit during the month of September. He 25X11 
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advised that the original idea, i.e., displaying pictures of 
Spanish Americans who have served in the military and received 
the Medal of Honor from WW II to present, will not be used, due 
to the fact that the Department of Defense could not come up 
with the additional pictures that were required from then. 
Since there were not enough pictures to carry out this theme, 
it was decided to scratch the idea and to go with an exhibit 
that would demonstrate the Spanish influence in American 
architecture in a series of panels showing buildings in the 
United States that have traditionally Spanish architecture. 
Most of these panels are black and white--some are in color. 

25X1 []showed some samples of the panels that will appear 
in the exhibit, including the Chester Bolton house in Palm 
Beach, the Railroad station in Los Angeles, and others. A 
blow-up of an explanation of the exhibit will be placed in the 
corridor at the front of the exhibit. There are 15 pictures in 
the total collection, along with 4 word displays explaining the 
pictures. To supplement all this, he has written and called 
some of places, and he is getting books from the library 
concerning Spanish architecture.

a. Office of Communications Operations Center--Plan to Cut 


a Window Wall in 1C Corridor 


a NT eS 8 
meeting to present the proposal of the ice of Communications 


to cut a window wall in 1C corridor of the Headquarters 
Building. Before the presentation [(_ 

read from the Minutes of 11 July 83, the 
item under 5a. concerning a proposal by the Office of 
Communication to establish a Watch Office. (C) 


presented a model of the 
proposed remodeling. It is proposed that the area presently 
utilized by HFG/OC between the 1A corridor and 1C corridor and 
connected by the 1B corridor will be remodeled to include the 
Crisis Center. A window would be cut in the 1C corridor wall, 
with a steel door installed above the window for fire 
protection, etc. The wall behind the window, which would be 
seen from the 1C corridor will be a large electrical map with 
lights to show various places in the world. A curved 
desk/counter will be installed in the room, along with other 
custom made furniture, where the senior watch officers would 
sit. SSaers f have a small office in the back of 
this area which would be used for counselling when he is not at 
Headquarters. The reason for moving the Crisis Center is 
staffing. Five bodies are committed to staff the Crisis Center 
now, and if they were located in this first floor area, their 
time could be better utilized by OC. All security matters have 
been checked out by OS. The cost is estimated at about 
$175,000. The map cost -- $22,000. (C) 


[ava that the area visible through the window 


will be a very small area and there will be two or three senior 
watch officers sitting right behind the window at the desk. 


Discussion followed this presentation. There was some 
concern expressed with regard to the security problem that 
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might be created by people being able to look through the 
25X11 window.[L__ Jreiterated that the Office of Security 
had checked out all security matters andl_______—idJ commented 25X14 
that Commo gives tours to summer employees and_other groups.

25X1 After discussion, spoke in favor of supporting 
25X11 the idea. [__ _]suggested that with regard to any 
lettering that may be done on the window that it is an Agency 
policy to use Helvetia style lettering. [___ ]Jalso mentioned 25X14 
that she would expect more requests for window walls following 
this installation. 


25X1 aised a question as to whether or not there was a 
25X1 quorum. recommended that those members who are 
present at this meeting go on record as being in agreement. 


The Commission voted to go on record as unanimously supporting 
25X1 this project. 


b. Gold Leaf Filling of Letters and Stars in Main Entrance 
Area 


25X1 [si keported that she had checked into the history 
of whether or not the Commission had recommended this before 
and the cost. She spoke with the designer of the Memorial 
Wall, also the people who were involved with the original 
engraving. It was done in gold leaf originally and it was too 
harsh, so we went with engraving because it was a softer look. 
When they took photos, the ut lights up high and down lighted 

25X1 the letters and stars. [ __ffurther reported that the 
cost of adding 22 karat go lettering and stars would 
be $6,000. Each time a star is added, it would cost more for

that a majority are in favor. 


c. Elevator area wallpapering 


The map in 1B corridor by the blue elevators had three 
sections replaced. By the time it was apparent that the 
remaining section was discolored and needed to be replaced in 
order to match the new sections, the upper section could not be 
replaced without damaging the lower section. Therefore, there 
is a problem of how to clean up the yellowed section. There 
was a discussion of a number of ways that we might correct the 25X14 
problem. The general consensus seemed to be that we should 
check into the possibility of using some kind of cleaner before 


oing to the expense of replacing the yellowed section. [ 
25X1 ee to check with meee if he has 25X14 
any ideas as to how the wall could be cleaned up to blend in 
with the other sections. 
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5. New Business 


a. Proposal for Painting Designs on Construction Fence 


reported that she was speaking on behalf of

How would we monitor what 
designs would be allowed? aS eee that she had 
discussed the issue with the DDA and he had some reservations 
about starting such a project. [7>——] said that since we 
have such an enthusiastic group of people willing to paint 
maybe we could use them in other areas of the building where we 
need painting done. [-______——_—|s commented that short of 
reproduction of Old Masters it might be something of a laughing 
stock. There was concern that it would no doubt create a lot 
of unwanted publicity. It was the general consensus of the 
members to let this issue die and leave the fence green.[{ |
